59. (Withdrawn) A method for treating a patient in need of Factor vm therapy 
comprising the step of administering to the patient the composition of claim 1 or claim 31 
wherein the composition contains a therapeutically effective amount the conjugates. 

60. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 59, wherein the patient is suffering from 
hemophilia A. 

61. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 59, wherein the patient is administered the 
composition within two days prior to undergoing surgery. 

62. (New) A composition comprising the conjugate of claim 3. 
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
